-(as to claim 3) a control system for a vehicle having a continuously variable 
transmission wherein clutch slippage is allowed by a clutch transfer torque setting 
means and a working oil pressure is set to a higher value by a working oil pressure 
setting means in accordance with a larger clutch transfer torque if it is determined that 
an engine output torque is larger than a predetermined value by an output torque 
change amount detecting means in combination with all the remaining limitations of 
claim 3.
